Dear Sir: 

On April 30, 2004 I sent you a renewed petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) was 
sent to the U. S. Patent Office seeking to file the above identified application in the name 
of the inventors as listed above. The problem was that Mr. Ouedemi had left the company 
and stated that he was moving to Tunisia. No one had heard from him as was set forth in 
my renewed petition. In the interim (May 5, 2004), Mr. Ouedemi sent Dr. Geoffi-ey 
Scantlebury an e-mail message stating where he could now be reached. A FedEx 
package having the formal papers therein was inmiediately shipped to Mr. Ouedemi who 
was in the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. Mr. Ouedemi has subsequently signed the papers 
and retumed them to us via FedEx. We now provide you with these papers. 



In light of these brief facts, it is evident that the petition to renew under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.47(a) filed November 25, 2003 is no longer necessary. We now know where Mr. 
Ouedemi is and how to contact him. 



After speaking with Mr. Shanoski on May 11, 2004 he indicated that the 



petition had been granted. However, he indicated that if the enclosed papers were 
received, he would withdraw the grant, and drop the Petition to Renew so that the 



application is no longer a 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) application. 

In view of the formal papers, and of the copy of the letter that was sent to Mr. 
Ouedemi (not required, but for your inspection), it is now believed that the above- 
identified patent application is ready for examination.
